The 
one mopetie to the King, His Heires and Suc⸗ 
ceſſozs, The other moyetie to the Jmfozmer. 

And be it further Enacted by the authouty 
a*ozeſaid, That the ſaid Book of Rates compo 
ſed. and agreed on by your Maieſties ſaid 
Commons: And alſo enery Article and Clau⸗ 
le therein conteyned ſhall be and rematne du- 
ring the time ok this pꝛelent Act & no longer, 
as effectuall to all intents and purpoſes as if 
the ſame were included particularly in the body 
of this pꝛeſent Act. 2 

And it is further Enacted, That during the 
continuance of this Gzant, the Cuſtomerg, 
Collectors and all other His Maieſties Dfft- 
cers in the ſeuerall Pozts , ſhall take and re⸗ 
ceiue ſuch fees in manner and no other as were 
taken in the 4 year of the reign of the late King 
lames, vntill ſuch time as the ſaid Fees ſhall be 
other wile letled by authority in Parliiment. 
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
